It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African- 
Haitian  and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is 
created  as  closely  as  possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of 
African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,   is 
critical  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance. 
The  live  drum  is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and 
communal  artifacts.  Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were  regarded 
by  Africans  as  integral  parts  of  their  culture.  Dancing  generally 
involved  the  whole  village,  either  as  active  participants  or  as 
spectators.  Recorded  music  is  not  a  satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  this  contract  is  necessary  because  of 
special  training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of 
African-Haitian  dance.  Contractor  agrees  and  declares  that  he  is 
qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and  that  he  is  willing 
to  render  them.

During  June  of  1996  the  District  solicited  insurance 
proposals  for  a  blanket  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Insurance 
and  Field  Trips  and  Excursions  Program  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District.  In  addition  to  sending  requests 
for  proposals  to  fifteen  known  insurance  companies,  a  public 
notice  was  posted  in  a  local  newspaper  once  a  week  for  two 
weeks  noticing  the  call  for  proposals.  In  answer  to  the 
request,  five  responses  were  received,  with  one  Insurance 
Company  subsequently  withdrawing  its  bid.  The  last  time  a 
request  for  proposal  went  out  in  1993,  Alumni  Insurance 
Company  was  awarded  the  contract  and  was  subsequently  given 
two  one-year  extensions.  The  current  premium  is  $36,239  for 
sports  &  travel  insurance  and  $3,375  for  Sports, 
supercatastrophic  insurance  for  a  total  of  $39,614.  This 
premium  includes  accident  coverage  for  students  in  the  study 
abroad  program. 

Since  the  Study  Abroad  Program  requires  students  to 
purchase  International  Insurance  through  the  International 
Student  Identity  Card  (ISIC)  Insurance,  the  District  has 
opted  to  drop  the  coverage  it  presently  carries  for  study 
abroad  participants.  Where  bidders  indicated  an  amount  per 
student  per  field  trip,  the  number  2,000  was  used  to 
calculate  the  cost  of  2,000  students  taking  field  trips.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  Civil  Rights  Initiative  is  a  measure 
which  on  its  face  prohibits  public  entities  from  engaging  in 
discrimination  against  or  preferential  treatment  for  any  individual 
or  group  on  the  basis  of  race,  sex,  color,  ethnicity,  or  national 
origin  in  public  employment,  education  or  contracting.  It  further 
explicitly  does  not  prohibit  bona  fide  qualifications  based  on  sex 
which  are  reasonably  necessary  to  the  normal  operation  of 
employment,  education  or  contracting. 

However,  the  term  "preferential  treatment"  is  not  an 
existing  legal  term.  It  is  also  unclear  how  "bona  fide" 
qualifications  will  be  utilized.  Thus,  the  initiative  may  be 
subject  to  unpredictable  interpretations  such  that  extremely 
undesirable  outcomes  may  result.  Such  outcomes  might  include  the 
elimination  of  recruitment  programs  designed  to  assist  minority 
youth  in  applying  to  college;  the  elimination  of  MBE/WBE  programs 
designed  to  counteract  prior  discrimination  in  district 
contracting;  the  elimination  of  outreach  and  recruitment  efforts 
aimed  at  encouraging  persons  belonging  to  underrepresented  groups 
to  apply  for  entry-level  or  promotive  positions.

After  a  review  of  bids  in  1992,  the  District 
signed  an  agreement  with  Service  America  to  provide  snack 
food  and  beverages  in  automatic  vending  machines  at  eight 
campus  locations  and  Gough  Street.   The  agreement,  signed 
October  11,  1992,  was  in  effect  until  August  16,  1995,  with 
two  optional  one  year  extensions  by  mutual  consent. 

Subsequently,  Service  America,  its  assets  and 
contracts,  was  purchased  by  ARA  Services,  Inc.,  a  division 
of  ARAMARK.   The  original  contract  was  assumed  by  ARA  and  a 
one  year  extension  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
ARAMARK  by  Board  Resolution  No.  950525B-15.   In  the  spring 
of  1996,  ARAMARK  requested  that  the  final  one  year  extension 
allowable  under  the  original  contract  be  granted.   By  Board 
Resolution  No.  960425-B13  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  a 
one  year  contract  renewal  with  ARAMARK  for  the  period  of  one 
year,  from  August  17,  1996  to  August  16,  1997. 

After  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  Resolution 
No.  960425-B13,  ARAMARK  had  a  change  in  management  and 
contacted  District  Administration  and  Associated  Students. 
The  new  management  informed  us  that  ARAMARK  had  lost  money 
each  year  it  provided  service  to  the  college  and  that  last 
year  alone  it  lost  $30,000.   To  continue  to  provide  vending 
services  throughout  the  campus,  ARAMARK  said  we  needed  to 
restructure  the  contract  by  raising  prices  at  the  machines 
and  lowering  commissions  paid  to  Associated  Students. 
Through  a  number  of  meetings  with  Associated  Students  and 
District  Administration,  ARAMARK  proposed  different  pricing 
and  commission  structures  for  the  Associated  Students  to 
approve.   The  goal  for  ARAMARK  was  a  projected  profit  of 
$20,000  for  the  year. 

One  of  the  proposals  presented  to  the  Associated 
Students  projected  an  increase  in  prices  and  a  decrease  in 
commission  but  showed  the  Associated  Students  earning  a 
revenue  profit  similar  to  what  was  earned  in  fiscal  year  95- 
96.   In  95-96  the  Associated  Students  earned  $63,533  at 
Phelan  Campus  and  a  total  of  $84,718  throughout  all 
campuses.   The  proposal  the  students  approved,  which  was 
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prepared  by  ARAMARK,  includes  price  increases  and  commission 
decreases  but  projects  that  the  students  will  earn   in  96-97 
$62,195  at  Phelan  and  a  total  of  $82,934  throughout  all 
campuses . 

In  consultation  with  the  Associated  Students  and 
the  Dean  of  Student  Activities,  the  recommendation  has  been 
made  to  amend  the  current  contract  and  to  extend  it  for  a 
period  of  one  year,  from  August  17,  1996  to  August  16,  1997.

The  present  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the  parties 
consists  of  22  Articles  and  eight  Appendices.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  proposes  that  all  Articles  and  Appendices,  including  any 
amendments  in  effect  as  of  the  date  of  this  initial  proposal, 
continue  unchanged  in  the  successor  collective  bargaining 
agreement,  excluding  (a)  Articles  and  Appendices  requiring  date 
changes  to  coincide  with  the  duration  of  the  successor  collective 
bargaining  agreement,  (b)  Articles  and  Appendices  requiring  the 
deletion  of  obsolete  language  and  concomitant  re-numbering,  and  (c) 
the  following  Articles  and  Appendices  which  shall  be  amended 
through  the  negotiations  process  to  address  the  issues  identified 
below: 

ARTICLE  12  ELECTION/ SELECTION  OF  DEPARTMENT  CHAIRPERSONS 

A.  Clarify  management's  prerogatives  in  the  election/selection 
process  of  department  chairpersons,  and  department 
chairpersons*  role  as  part  of  the  District's  management  team. 

C.  •   Elicfibility  to  Serve 

Add  language  to  clarify  conditions  of  appointment  for 
probationary  full-time  faculty. 

G.  Consensus  Procedure:  Departments  with  Fewer  than  Six  (6) 
Full-time  Facultv  Elicfible  to  Serve 

Add  language  to  clarify  procedures  when  consensus  is  not 
achieved,  when  only  one  full-time  faculty  member  is  eligible 
to  serve,  and/or  when  a  part-time  faculty  member  is  selected. 

ARTICLE  15  STIPENDS 
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A.    Increase  to  be  negotiated  according  to  reasonable  comparative 
criteria  and  District's  ability  to  pay. 


ARTICLE  20  DUTIES  &  RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  DEPARTMENT  CHAIRPERSONS 

Preamble:  Clarify  that  the  District  maintains  authority  over  the 
operations  of  the  District  and  its  departments,  and  that 
department  chairpersons  are  part  of  the  District's 
management  team. 

F.    Professional  Matters 

Clarify  that  department  chairpersons  may  be  required  to 
enforce  institutional  policies. 

H.    Other  Responsibilities  [NEW  SECTION 1 

Clarify  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  department 
chairpersons  with  respect  to  the  District's  fulfillment  of  its 
legal  obligations  as  Equal  Employment  Opportunity/Affirmative 
Action  employer.  Specific  issues  to  be  addressed  include  but 
are  not  limited  to  training,  dissemination  of  relevant 
information,  the  investigation  of  complaints,  and 
implementation  and  enforcement  of  District  policies  and 
procedures.
